PARIS, January 13—More than two million men will be 


thrown into the fighting along the Russian boundary early this 
spring according to information given out by French military 
experts here today. The advices indicate the fighting front 
will extend for 200 to 250 miles. The Bolshevik! are expected 
to launch several major spring drives. 
Many of the troops 


from several Balkan states are rallying to the support of Rou- 
mania, Poland, Czechoslovakia and perhaps all of the states 
Kussia wishes to reclaim. The military strength of the coun- 
tries expected to engage in the fighting is: Russia one million, 
Poland one million, Roumania 500,000 men, Balkan states 
200,000. 
Military experts agree that the one million men ex- 


pected from Poland will be her maximum strength while the 
million ascribed to Russia was merely a beginning. 
The num- 
ber, however, in view of her ability to train and equip an army 
ia regarded as her maximum for the spring campaign.
